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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 5, 7, 8, 12, and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Brown (United States Patent No. 5,899,21 1). 

Brown discloses a hair accessory and method of making. The accessory comprises an 
elongate member 12 having a loop formed in the middle of the member and a strand retention 
member 14 comprising a plurality of strands or bundles of hair attached to a support member 18 
which is wrapped around the elongate member. An anchor 24 is attached to the plurality of hair 
strands. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Brown in 
view of Silva (United States Patent Publication No. 2004/0103909). 

Brown discloses the invention essentially as claimed except for the hair anchor attached 
to elongate member or the strand retention member. Silva discloses a hair anchor attached to and 
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elongate member 3 formed into a loop. It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to 
provide the device of Brown with a hair anchor attached to the elongate member in view of Silva 
in order to provide additional retention of the device in one's hair. 

Claims 3, 4, 10 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Brown in view of Abasta-Douglas et al. (United States Patent No. 6, 182,672). 

Brown discloses the invention essentially as claimed except that the ends of the elongate 
member are secured together rather than slideably coupled to a slider. Abasta-Douglas et al. 
disclose a hair retention member comprised of an elongate member having a loop formed in the 
middle thereof and a slider 40 for adjusting the size of the loop. It would have been obvious to 
one skilled in the art to replace the looped elongate member having fixed ends of the device of 
Brown with a looped elongate member having the ends slideably coupled to a slider in view of 
Abasta-Douglas et al. in order to permit the size of the loop to be selectively adjusted. 

Claims 6 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Brown in 
view of Ross-Kuehn (United States Patent No. 6,830,054). 

Brown discloses the invention essentially as claimed except for the strand retention 
member being wrapped around the ends as well as the middle of the elongate member. Ross- 
Kuehn disclose a hair accessory comprising an elongate member having a loop formed in the 
middle and the ends fixed together and hair wrapped about the entire elongate member, including 
the ends. It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to wrap strands of hair about the 
entire looped elongate member of Brown in view of Ross-Kuehn in order to provide enhanced 
hair body.
